No. 64-Pres./51. — The President has been pleased to 
award the President’s Police and Fire Services Medal 
for gallantry to the undermentioned officer of the 
Hyderabad Police : — 

Name of the officer and rank.— Guruviah, Police 
Constable, Special Armed Police, ' E. Coy. Ill Bn., 
Mannanur Armed Outpost, Aehampet. Taluk, Mahabub- 
nagar District, 

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded — On the evening of 6th November 1950, 
at about dusk, a bus was proceeding along the Ghat 
Road in Mahabubnagar District. Immediately on its 
entry into the ghat section about 40 desperados, who 
had been lying in ambush, suddenly opened Are at the 
bus from both sides indiscriminately. The driver 
stopped the bus and ran for his life. He was caught 
by the desperados and taken away. The Conductor of 
the bus sustained bullet injuries as a result of which 
in became unconscious. The left front tyre and tube 
of the bus were punctured, Constable Guruviah who 
was one of the armed police guards travelling in the 
bus got down and entered the driver’s cabin. Instruct- 
ing two other Constables who were passengers with 
him to give him cover, he started the bus and drove it 
off amidst a volley of fire from both sides. In spite of 
a bullet wound in his right hand he continued to drive 
the bus until it reached its destination. By this act . of 
bravery he averted what otherwise might have been a 
disaster. 

Constable Guruviah displayed remarkable courage 
and commendable presence of mind. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) 
of the rules governing the award of the President’s 
Police and Fire Services Medal and consequently 
carries with it the special allowance admissible to 
officers of and below the rank of Inspector of Police as 
provided in rule 5. 

New Delhi, the 17th December 1951 

No. 65-Preg. / 51 . — The President has been pleased to 
award the President’s Police and Fire Services Medal 
for gallantry to the undermentioned officer of the Bihar 
Police: — 

Name of the officer and rank. — Bashiruddin Khan, 
Sub-Inspector of Police, (officiating), Saran. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded— On the night of the 7th November 1950 
Sub-Inspector Bashiruddin Khan of Andar Beat House 
In the district of Saran was on foot patrol along with 
Constable Birbal Singh and Constable Rajnath Singh. 
While the police party approached village Suhuli— a 
notoriously criminal area — they heard shouting and 
saw flashes of light. Hastening to the spot, they found 
about 20 dacoits attacking the house of Singhasan 
Sharma, a carpenter. A few villagers stood at a dis- 
tance, but were too frightened to put up any resistance. 

The Sub-Inspector, who was armed with a revolver, 
charged towards the house, followed by Constable 
Birbal Singh and Constable Rajnath Singh. The latter 
were armed with a sword and farsa respectively. The 
daring of the police party heartened the villagers and 
about four of them joined in the attack. In an effort 
to round up the wbolo gang the Sub-Inspector sustained 
an abdominal injury caused by a bhala thrown by the 
leader of the dacoits. Notwithstanding his Injury and 
the fact that his party were out-numbered and out- 
weaponed, the Sub-Inspector stayed on with his men 
and eventually managed to shoot dead the leader of 
the gang. This completely demoralised the dacoits, 
who fled, One of them, however, lost his way in the 
dark and sought shelter in the vacant out-house of 
Singhasan Sharma, the victim of the raid. The Sub- 
Inspector entered the house and apprehended the 
dacolt. 

Shortly afterwards, it was noticed that the dacoits 
had assembled In a mango orchard not far from the 
scene of their depredations, apparently intending to 
retrieve the body of their dead leader, Megha Ahir, a 
notorious criminal, and to rescue their captured 


colleague. Once again, the Sub-Inspector led his party 
against the dacoits but the latter fled. 

Sub-Inspector Bashiruddin Khan displayed courage 
and leadership of a high order. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) 
o£ the rules governing the award of the President’s 
Police and Fire Services Medal and consequently carries 
with it the special allowance admissible to officers of 
and below the rank of Inspector of Police as provided 
In rule 5. 

No. 66-Pres./51. — The President has been pleased to 
award the President’s Police and Fire Services Medal 
for gallantry to the undermentioned officer of the 
Bfhar Police: — 

Name of the officer and rank. — Ishwar Ram (deceased) 
Constable No. 62, Bhagalpur. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded. — On the 12th August 1950 Sub-Inspector 
R. K. Singh of Banka Police Station received Informa- 
tion that in village Chandidih two opposing factions, 
armed with 1 deadly weapons, were threatening each 
other over the ploughing of a plot of land. In order to 
nvert a breach of the peace, one Assistant Sub-Inspector 
and Constable Ishwar Ram were deputed to the village. 

The Assistant Sub-Inspector ordered the parties to 
go home, telling them that he would obtain notices 
under Section 144 of the Criminal Procedure Code in 
respect of the disputed land. No sooner had he departed 
to get the notices than the parties re-assembled and 
were bent upon taking the law into their own hands. 
Constable Ishwar Ram after reasoning with the parties 
persuaded one party to disperse. The other party, 
however, remained obdurate and when left with no 
other option, the Constable threatened to arrest the 
ring leaders. He was attacked and killed on the spot. 

Constable Ishwar Ram’s intervention averted what 
might have developed into a serious riot but it cost him 
his life. He showed exemplary devotion to duty and 
courage of a high order. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(1) 
of the rules governing the award of the President's 
Police and Fire Services Medal and consequently carries 
with It the special allowance admissible to officers of 
and below the rank of Inspector of Police as provided 
in rule 5.

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 15th December 1951 

No. F.60-XXV/51-L. — The establishment of an All- 
India Bar and an All-India Bar Counoil and the revi- 
sion of the Acts relating to legal practitioners and Bar 
Councils have been frequently suggested both inside 
and outside Parliament The question also came to the 
forefront when the Supreme Court Advocate (Practice 
in High Courts) Bill (now Act XVII of 1951) was before 
Parliament. Accordingly, in pursuance of the under- 
taking given in Parliament by the Hon’ble Minister of 
Law on 23rd August 1951, the Government of India 
have decided to set up a Committee of Inquiry con- 
sisting of the following: — 

Chairman — 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice S. R. Das, Judge, Supreme 
Court of India. 

Members — 

Shri M. C, Setalvad, Attorney-General of India, 

Dr. Bakhshi Tek Chand, M.P., Retired High Court 
Judge. 

Shri V, K, T. Chari, Advocate-General of Madras. 
Shri V. Rajaram Aiyer, Advocate-General of 
Hyderabad. 

Syed M. A. Kazmi, M.P., Advocate, Allahabad.

2. The Committee will inquire into— 

(i) the desirability and feasibility of a completely 
unified Bar for the whole of India; 

(ii) the continuance or abolition of the dual system 
of counsel and solicitor (or agent) which 
obtains in the Supreme and in the High Courts 
at Bombay and Calcutta; 

(iii) the continuance or abolition of different 
classes of legal practitioners, like advocates of 
the Supreme Court, advocates of the various 
High Courts, district court pleaders, mukhtars 
(entitled to practise in criminal courts only), 
revenue agents, income-tax practitioners, etc; 

(iv) the desirability and feasibility of establish- 
ing a single Bar Council (a) for the whole of 
India, or (b) for each State; 


(v) the establishment of a separate Bar Council 
for the Supreme Court; 

(vi) the consolidation and revision of the various 
enactments (Central ns well as State) relating 
to legal practitioners, and 

(vll) all other connected matters. 

In considering these matters the Committee will also 
take into account the important bearing upon them of 
the official languages at present used, and that may 
hereafter come into use, in the Supreme Court, the 
High Courts and the Subordinate Courts. 

3. The Committee will have its headquarters in New 
Delhi and will assemble as soon as possible. It may 
examine witnesses who may appear either in their 
individual or representative capacity. It will complete 
its work and submit its report to the Government 
of India, Ministry of Law, by the 1st June, 1952.
